TWIN FALLS i Twin Falls, home 
prices ore at a record high — and real-es- 
tate ageuU are finding resistant buyers. . 

The avoage price of homM hu-risen 
to $83,742, compared'with $77,436 at 
.-.'this thirei last year. It bos risen steadily 
from an average $54,866 in I990i with a 
few random dips. ' . ' 

Prosp^tive buyers may consider cur- 
rent prices too high: More houses ore for 
sale this year than lost, yet fewer have 
sold. ' 

According to infomuidon the Multiple 
Lisriog Service distributed to real-estate 
agents, 542.bomes were listed so ftir tbid 
year, compared witJ;|.62I last year. Yet' 
216 homes sold latt'year by Utis time, 
compared to 178 so far this year, roughly

“When things start coming down, 
everybody’s waiting.”

HALIFAX, Nova Scotia — Alarmed by 
the worsening war in Bosnia, Western al- 
lies agreed to launch a worldwide search 
for contributions to finance an expanded 
U.N. peacekeeping force in (he bloody 
Balkans.

“There is nothing great going on right 
now” to raise hopes for a diplomatic set- 
tlement, Clinton ^

Rebels won’t free its hostages 
without Chechen withdrawl 


BUDYONMOVSK, Russia 
•(AP) — Chechen rebels holding 
more than 1,000 hostages in a 
hospital refused an ofTer of safe 
passage Friday, insisting they 
will kill themselves and their cap- 
tives unless Russian. tropps leave 
Chechnya. 

“Let them come and storm the 
place,” the rebels' commander, 
Shamil Basayev, told reporters in 
the hospital in Budyonnovsk, a 
usually quiet southern. city of 
small bouses and gardens some 
90 miles from Chechnya. 

' “We are sick of watching our 
....villages-being-boizibcd, and our 
women and children being 
killed,” he said of the war that 
has ravaged the secessionist, 
republic since Moscow ordered 
Russian forces to the region in 
Deceihber. 

Federal soldiers maintained a 
tight cordon around the 
Budyonnovsk hospital Friday 
where about SO heavily armed 
' Chechens were holed up along 
with'ihe hostages. 

Some hostages were let out 
briefly to plead with the Russian 
soldiers not to shoot. 

The soldiers are under orders 
not to return any sniper fire.

Boise inventor helps trial fanatics track proceedings on computer screens 


BOISE (AP) — Just as Vietnam 
was' the first war Americans 
watched every night over dinner, 
the O.J. Simpson case is the first 
murder trial to grind its way across 
the nation's television screens. 

And a Boise entrepreneur has 
taken advantage of the gavel-to- 
gavel coverage id link what is being 
called the trial of century to the 
information superhighway. 

Eric Savage^uu-crcaicd computer 
software letting would-be jurors 
tmck'the testimony, updated ddily 
through America Online or weekly 
with a computer diskette he sup- 
plies. At the conclusion, they can 
mail him their verdict on whether 
the football Hall of Earner murdered 
his cx-wife. Nicole Brown 
Simpson, and friend Ronald 
Goldman. 

“Aher.six to eight months', who's 
going to remember what time the 
neighbor heard the dog barking?” 
Eric Savage asked. .. 

“If you're looking for the truth 
and ;want justice, then the way to 
find'it.are.the facts in the case, not 
off of people's notes and what they* 
can remember.” 

He has enlisted three test juries 

with members all over the coun- 
try. — to use his system in rendering 
verdicts in the Simpson case. 

Savage fashioned his “O.J. Juror” 
program afler writing legal systems, 
for law firms under Litigator 
SoRware. Just os' judges and attor- 
neys have access to electronic files. 
Savage thinks jurors should be able 
to easily call up prior testimony to ■ 
make up their minds.

Lewiston manufacturer builds 


Batboat for ‘Batman Forever’ 


LEWISTON (AP) — The 5.8-Iiter engine power- 
ing the Caped Crusader's becfed-up boat in the new 
movie "Batman Forever” was assembled last summer 
by Redlinc Marine, a Lewiston marine engine manu- 
fociurer. 

The boat itself was built by Joel Shepherd, owner 
of VIP Marine in Grants Pass, Ore. 

"They wanted this boat to made custom. It was a 
lot of fun but it is just starling to hit home that actual- 
ly 1 have created this thing,” Shepherd sold Thursday 
during.a telephone interview from Grunts Pass. 

“We went into Wal-Mart the other day ond here 
were a bunch of these little boats on the shelf. Here's 
what I built in every store in town,” he said. "We 
went in and bought them out.” 

But people who buy a miniature Batboat replica 
will not get to see the work of Chris Stout, the 
Redline Marine employee who assembled the engine. 

In “Batman Forevif,” the Batboat has a Redlinc 
dashboard, wiring harness and customized 351 Ford 
engine with 306 horsepower. The most powerful 
small-block engine available was needed to fit the 


design. “It's a little, bitty, dinky boat 5 feet wide and 
28 feist long including the wing,” Shepherd said. 

A simulated turbine engine with a hotrair balloon 
' igniter blows 150-fooi-long flames behind the boat, 
so it appears jet-powered. But the design actuolly 
required an engine smaller than most, which is one of 
..the reasons Redline's Ford model won out over a 
Chevy, “It had to be really compact but be able' to get 
up to 60 miles per hour,” Shepherd said. The Chevy 
350 engine was a. little too large and only had 300 
horsepower. 

Shepherd said he regularly buys Redline engines 
for the aluminum boots he assembles. 

The Batboat's engine is heavy-duty but lightweight 
because it also is mostly aluminum, Redline sales 
manager Ira Holst said. 

It hod to be tough. During filming, the Batboat had 
to vault over on 8-foot ramp 24 times and to jump out 
of a tunnel 13 feet high and clear a concrete landing 
18 feet long. “We've been making these for years for 
the^ Snake River, where wc go up and beat the crap 
out of everything,'” Holst said. .

21^ 
months ago as he was to leave the Soviet 
Union.in 1989. 

“It was one of the only things they did right 
, for me," Fetisov said of the April 3 trade that

Devils fans felt cheated because, to thefti, 
Fetisov wasn’t as good as .advertised. And 
Fetisov fblt cheated because he thought the 
Devils kept him-from'beio^ os creative as he 
was during his years captajning the powerful ' 
Central Red Army team. 

"There have always been two types of 
hockey in the world — defensive and offen- 
sive,’’ said Fetisov, who rarely played this 
season for the Devils. “In New Jersey, it was 
always defensive, always waiting, never cre- 
ating.” ' , 

Then he came to Detroit, where he again 
has become an important contributor. 

Counting the playoffs, he has three goals 
and 16 assists in 28 games with the Red 
Wings, who play good defense but also - 
emphasize the attack. 


“We play 'spectacular hockey, creative, lots 
of speed," said Fetisov, who turned 37 just 
after the trade. “It reminds me of what I 
played in the Soviet Union. It’s fun." 

How much fun Fetisov and the Red Win^ 
have in the finals will depend upon their 




effectiveness against the Devils’ acclaimed 
neutral-zone trap. New Jersey .likes to jam the 
center-ice area, a tactic designed to keep good 
puclc-carriers like Fetisov from building 
speed into the offensive zone. 

"I con help this team," Fetisov said. "In the 
Soviet Union, 1 played against every .system 
in hockey." 

Three other Russions — Sergei Fedorov, 
Vladimir Konstantinov and Vyacheslav 
Kozipv — also play for the Red Wings.

■ WASHINGTON — A tccimologi. 
ca] tool that would let people blpclc 
violent programs on their -TV. sets 
has gained new life with Senate pas* 
' sage of the telecommunications 
overhoul bill. 

Buoyed by the Senate's approval 
of the provision this week. Rep. Ed- 
ward Morkey, D-Moss., will attempt 
to odd a similar measure to the bill 
when it is taken up by the House in 
July, aides soid Friday. 

Markey is not jumping on the 
bandwagon, though. He has been 
pushing a plan identical to the one 
adopted by the Republiean«con- 
finoUed Senate for years. 

The issue never gained political 
momentum oh Capitol Hill when the 
Democrats were in control. And they 


historically have been rhore inclined 
to approve government action to 
deal with television violence. 

The irony is that, now that the - 
Senate has acted, the plan Markey 
largely created stands a good chance 
of success this year despite many 
GOP lawmakers' aversion to gov- 
ernment intervention in the broad- 
cast business. 

“It's the mood of the country,” 
said Sen. Larry Prcssicir, R-S.D., ex- 
plaining the senators' increased in- 
terest in keeping violence off televi- 
sion. 

Even if Markey is not suceessfiil 
on the House floor, members will 
have to contend with the violence ■ 
provisions in a conference commit- 
tee that will reconcile each cham-. 
ber’s tcleconununications bilb. 

Under the Senate’s plan, TV sets 


would be required to have a built-tn 
computer chip that would recogni^ 
programs electronicayy labeled as 
■ violent. 

Using a remote control device, 
people could program the TV set not 
to display such shows. 

Television programmers would 
have to rate their shows and cany 
this information electronically in 
their signals so that the chip con read 
the ratings. 

The Clinton administration sup- 
ports the provision. * 

Lost month Markey attempted to 
get the House Commerce Comniiciee 
to put a form of his'W-Chip" plan in 
the panel's telecommunications bill. 

In a move to moke the proposal

F ather ’s Day requires gettirig used to

I didn't really want to be there, but 
there 1 was sitting across from him 
in a restaurant. 

And among the first words out of 
his mouth was on apology. 

*Tve always loved your mother," 
he said. “I didn't mean to hurt you 
or her.” . . 

■ So began the first meeting 
‘ between me and my father five years 
ago. I was 23. 

He went on in a rambling way, 
reconstructing events I knew nothing . 
about, making excuses for words 
said to my mother, words 1 had 
never heard, all the while his eyes 
nervously scanning my own for 
acceptance and understanding. 

Or perhaps; he was Just studying ' 
the pu»led look on my face, and 
misreading.' it for skepticism. 
Honestly, 1 didn't, Icnow what in the 
world he talking about. Up until a 
couple of weeks prior to our meet* 
ing, 1 didn’t even know his name. 
No one spoke about him while I was 
growing up, not even my grandpor-

ents who reared me. 

But I forgave my father for not 
being a port of my life. That was the 
easiest port of that first meeting. It is 
easy to forgive someone whom you 
haven’t allowed to hurt you. And 1 
had been keeping any feeling foe my 
real father at arms distance from my 
heart since I had been a child. 

The emotioiial distance has since 
been replaced by a physical distance. 
Soon afrer we-cstabli^ed o relation- 
ship, ^move'd across the country to 
work.'''The physical distance is a 
convenient excuse to not call os 
often as 1 should. But it is also an- 
inadequate excuse, and an indication 
that a lot of the emotional space is 
still there. 

Father’s Day closes the gap real 
fast.. For me, it’s the ultimate "in 
your fbee". holiday: It forces me to 
confront my feelings about my 
father, whom I still coil by his first, 
name. 

It's just an altogether awkward, 
time. Take card .shopping, for exam- 


ple. Earlier this week, I scanned the 
racks of Father’s Day- cards at a 
local store making* scores of rejects; 

"Fother, ever since I 'was a chU.d, 
you have been on inspiration in niy 

Next. 

"Dad, you’ve always been there 
when I’ve needed you ...” 

,Uh-uh. 

‘Tve always-felt a certain bond ....” 

Nope. 

1 finally settled on a card that was 
simple and sincere. It tqlks about 
love-«nd acceptance. -And it reminds 
me of dipt first meeting between my 
father and me. 

The ultimate Bible passage about - 
love is I Corinthians 13, ond'verse 5. 
suites that love "keeps no record of ' 
wrongs." The Bible also teaches that 
God doesn’t give his people more 
than they can beor, and God made it 
easy, for me as far as my fbth'er is 
concerned. 

For some people, some of my 
friends even, foraiveness is not so 
easy. The word “father", conjures up 
such horrible memories of abuse, it 
takes incredible faith in God and the 


support of friends to even deal with 
the scars. , ' 

Fortunately, God brought a man 
into my life whom 1 had no reason to 
hate, and for that l’m grateful. 

My father took a 'big risk by 
reaching out to me. He risked rejec- 
rion.- Recently paroled from prison at 
the time, he had little else to look 
forward to. Finding me, in a sense, 
was his hope for'a new life. 

When I think about it, that initial 
forgiveness made Father’s Day pos- 
. sible for me and him. .\nd I'ne^ to 
build on that. Our relationship is not 
os tight as it can' be, but os Father’s 
Day draws nearer, I find myself 
growing closer to my dad. The emo- 
tional space closes with each grate- 
ful thought. 

•We, don’t share the happy memo- 
ries and experiences of the past, only 
the hope and promise of the future. 
No record of wrongs, just the oppor- 
tunity to do things right and be a ■ 
good daughterj,-*"”

Looking strictly at what we know 
; about God from the Bibl& Miles pre- 
; sents God as creator, wamor and law- 
giver. We meet a figure who desttoys 

- his creation (in the great flood) and 
then regre ts 1^ action. We see a God 

, who manipulates humoni^ (he hardens 
' phonoh’s heart in the stoiy of Moses), 
.complains to the point of whining and 

- unIrashes bis wrath on his chosen peo- 
' pie after they turn to idolatiy. 

' In short, God as a literary figure 
’ makes mistakes and, in very human 
terms, grows and develops and' 
changes. To those who object to any 
discumion'of God In human terms,' 
-Mila points out that God himself said 


One of Miles’ enduring themes is 
that God is on amalgam of petsonall- 
- ties. There Is tension inherent In his 
being, so much so that God seems to 
,be in conflict with himself. 

"But this makes him. in literary 
terms, far more dynamic and com- 
pelling, more magnetic than he would 
.otherwise be,” Miles said. ."A God 
who is all sweetness and light and 
' completely unchongeable'mi^t be a 
consoling figuce to have In the back- 
^und, but it would be easy to lose 
.interest in him. The Cod we actually 
find on the pages of the Old 
—Testament' — wcTieverknowif he’ll" 
do anything, or what he’ll do. And 
some of his actions are beautiftil and 
extraordinarily generous and creative, - 
and others are destructive.’’ 

Miles acknowledges that the God 
he presents — and particularly God’s 
vengefiil wrath — is minimized in 
most churches and synagogues 
because the faithful might find it scan- 
dalous. 

He said he tried to address what 
motivates God os he is portrayed. 

"What is it that interests God about 
mankind? What drove him to create 
them in the first place? As I read bis 
story, he was curious about bis own 
self. He created his image, namely, 
the human creature, as a way of 
understanding himself." 

God as a character with inner con- 
flicts and divisions might disturb 
some. Miles conceded, but he has a 
ready response. 

“It’s all right there in .the text," he . 
said. "I’m not making this Up like a 
novelist would.”

.Foltz has been a priest for 27 
vears. An accident four years ago 
left him paralyzed him from the 
chest down, but it hasn’i,slowed him 
down much. 

“For the last year, I have been 
I ready for m y ow n parish.” said 
' Foltz, affectionately called Father

. Foltz, a part-time priest at St. 
Mary's Catholic Church in 
Caldwell, wasn’t always optimistic. 
He spent three weeks In the hospital 
after his accident. 

"The first few weeks ! was bitter," 
he said. “I was In the grieving 
.process. I was dealing with the loss 
of ability and a former way of life. It 
was a normal range of emotions for 
a significant toss — just as If I had 
lost a loved one or a wife — the ini- 
tial denial, bargaining, anger, guilt.” 
In June 1991,' Foltz was trans- 
ferred to a parish in Boise after serv- 
ing as the parochial vicar at St. 
Mary’s for two years. To case the 
transition, he went to his brother's 
cabin In McCall to rest. 

Foltz was driving home froiri the 
cabin when he fell asleep at the 
wheel. Seconds later he awakened, 
overcorrected and flipped the car 
into a ditch. The accident severed 
his spinal cord at the' chest level. 

Now, FoitZi 54, plays down the 
pain and anguish he went through 
and focuses on coping. 

”1 decided 1 am not going to let 
my handicap stop me from what I 
enjoy doing," Foltz said. 

. “iie’^ . made great strides^ 
Anymore he doesn’t bother me," 
said Lee Foltz, who helped take core, 
of his younger brother. "He just fig- 
ures out how to get things done him- 
self. He really amazes mc.'\ 

A friend helped Foltz put a cot that 
stows away to one side in the back of 
his custom van, which serves as a tent 
“I assumed camping was over," he 
said. 


:... F6ltz.thought he couldn't hunt 
either until persistent friends look 
him, sitting him on the back of his 
four-wheeler. 

The group nabbed two decr'ond a 
bear. 

Foltz received a scuba diving cer- 
tificatioh'ih December. 

After the hospital stay, where he 
could barely move or do anything on 
his own, he underwent five weelu of 

.therapy at ^the Idaho Elks_ 

Rehabilimtion Hospital. 


"It was hard, especially at fint," 
Foltz said. "They push you and 
make you work. 1 remember trying 
to just roll over. It was my first 
accomplishment." 

A patient in rehabilitation told 
Foltz to use the 12-step program 
used in Alcoholics Anonymous. 
Foltz has been a recovering alco- 
holic since 1982 and used AA in his 
rwovery. — . 

’ "It’s where you radically, depend 
on God. God will do for us what we . 
can’t do for ourselves,” Foltz said. 
“It’s 0 process of transferring. Once 
I turned it over, a lot of things hsp- 
pened." 

His first question after the acci- 
dent was how he could- ftuiction as a 
priest. 

After leaving the Elks center he 
moved into the Franciscan Health 
Care Center in Boise. Two months 
later, he became chaplain. 

He started;'having service on 
weekends’ at' Nampa’s Mercy 
Medical Center Rev. John Tivenan, 
who worked with Foltz at Mercy. “I 
just don't know if 1 would be as 
resourceful or independent'. I’ve 
seen him struggle getting out of his 
van in deep snow in the winter to 
come here from Boise." 

Because of a shortage of priests, 
he was called to say Mass at St. 
Mary’s last September, his first 
assignment outside of a cai«-ccnicr 
environment. He felt accepted and 
the church made small accommoda- 
tions for him, such as ramps -ond 
lowering the pulpit. 

Foltz should get his own parish 
soon.

N.J. — -Pauline 
Drake’s heart jumped when she met 
former Jerusalem Mayor Teddy 
Kolleck. 

The devout black Baptist stunned 
the legendary IsraeUpoiitician when 
she asked him — in Hebrew — to 
pose for a picture. 

' “He looked oi me and told me, 
•You have 'your picture,’” Drake 
said. "1 remember thot, because 1 
loved the expression on his free."

Drake 
also serves as a board member, and 
the Hebrew studies chair, for the 
Zionist organization's southern New 
Jersey region. 

"A lot of people tell me, 'You’re 
black, and you’re the only black 
amongst a group of Jews,"' Drake 
said. "But I love ev^body. I pay it 
•no mind.’’.'
